THE JEANNETTE. 


Lieut, DeLong’s Last Record—Other 
Records Found. 


New York, Feb. 3.—A Herald cable 
dispatch from Paris, Feb. 2, is as fol- 
lows: The following important dis- 

tch was received from Licutenant 

annenhauer at Irkutsk: “Our three 
‘boats left Semenowsky Island on the 
morning of September 12th, bound for 
Barkinal, 95 miles distant. We got 
clear of ice at noon. There was thena 
heavy gale from the northeast and the 
boats were dispersed. During the night 
= captain’s boat, which was loaded 
ly, lost her masts and sails. We 
em land on the evening of the 17th 
= shallow water. The boat was aban- 
doned two miles from the beach, and 
our party waded and reached the de- 
serted village of Sagapp. 

_ WE SAVED THE LOG BOOKS 
And proceeded south. Sept. 19th.— 
Lieut. DeLong’s last which we 
have found, reads as follows: ‘Satur- 
day, Oct, ist, 1881.—Fourteen of the 
officers and men of the Jeannette reach- 
ed this hut Wednesday, Sept. 28th, and 
having been forced to wait for the 
river to freeze over, are proceeding to 
cross\to the west side, this morning, on 
theirjourney to reach some settlement 
on.Lena river. I have two days’ pro- 
visions, but having been fortunate 
enough thus far to get game for our 
pressing needs, we hive no fear- of 
failure. Our party are all well except 
Erickson, whose toes were amputated 
in consequence of frost-hites.” Other 
records were found in several huts on 
the east side of the river, along which 
we have come from the north, and all 
signed, 

“GEORGE W. DELONG.”’ 

Three other records have been found. 

Erickson died October 27th. The party 
were in great distress for want of food. 

Noros and Nindemann were sent 
ahead for relief on October 9th. They 
marched south fifteen days aud were 
found in a starving condition, October 
24th, by three natives, who took them 
to a settlement. They could not make 
themselves understood. Newsof them 
reached us October 29th. Immediate- 
ly search was commenced and the party 
were traced to a wilderness on the west 
bank of the Lena. The natives refused 
further work, and return to Collengu 
was necessary to get Russian assist- 
ance. November 28th—A large force 
is now searching. The wilderness is 
devoid of game. Very prompt and ef- 
ficient action was taken by the Rus- 
sians.

Previsions of the Funding Bill—Star 
Route Cases, etc. 


Associated Press Dispatches. 
_WasHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The Senate 
without further amendment passed the 
funding bill by a decisive vote: Ayes, 
38; Nayes, 18. 
The Funding bill as it passed the 
Senate to-day provides for the issue in 
agg 84 per cents for 3 per cent 
terest payable quarterly, or 
semnt-anmaiie exempt from all taxation 
and payable oh the pleasure of the 
United they shall not 
be payable so ya as any bonds bear- 
a rate of interest higher than 38 per 
cent and redeemable remain outstand- 
ing. The last of said bonds originally 
issued and their sibstitutes.under this 
act, shall be first called, avd this order 
of payment shall befollowed until all are 
paid and the money deposited through 
this act shall be properly pad sole- 
ly to the redemption of three and 
half per cent bonds of the Unites 
States, and the a te amount of 
deposits made ool issued under 
this act shall not ine $200,000,000. 
The amount of money so derived shall 
not exceed at any time $25,000,000. 
Sec. 2. National Bank Associations 
desiring to withdraw circulating notes 
shall be required to give thirty days’ 
notice to the Comptroller of the United 
States. Provided that not more tha 
$5,000,000 of lawful money shall be 
deposited during any calendar month 
for this purpose, and that the provis- 
ions of this section shall not apply to 
bonds culled for redemption by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
Sec. 3. Nothing in this act shall be 
so.construed as to authorize an increase 
of the public debt,

Fahrenheit was struck with 
the coincidence of his little scientific 
discovery and hastily concluded that he 
had found the Lowen degree of temper-

He called the degree zero and con- 
structed a thermometer or rude weather 
glass, with a scale graduating up from 
zero to the boiling point, which he num- 
bered 212, wend the freezing point 32, 
because as he thought mercury contract- 
ed the thirty-second of its volume on 
being cooled down from the tempera- 
ture of freezing water to zero, and ex- 
— one hundred and eighty on 

eing heated from the freezing point to 
the boiling point. 

Time showed that this arrangement 
instead of being truly scientific was as 
arbitrary as the division of the Bible 
into verses and chapters, and that these 
two points no more represented the real 
extremes of temperature than that from 
Dan to Beersheba expressed the exact 
extremes of Palestine. 

But Fahrenheit’s thermometer had 
been widely adopted with its inconven- 
ient scale and none thought of any bet- 
ter until 


HIS NAME 
became an authority, for aay 
finally abandoned trade and gave 


self up to science. 

The three countries which use Fahr- 
enheit are England, Holland and Amer- 
ica. Russia and Germany use Raumer’s 
thermometer, in which the boiling 
point is eighty degrees above the freez- 
ing point. France uses the Centigrade 
thermometer, so called because it marks 


the boiling point 100 degrees from the 


freezing point. On many accounts the 
centigrade is the best and the triumph 
of convenience “he be attained when 

zero is made the freezing point and 
the boiling point is put 100 or 1000 de- 
grees from it, and all the subdivisions 
are fixed decimally. 

If Fahrenheit had done this at first 
or even if he had made this one of his 
improvements after the public had 
adopted his error the luck of o = gaia 
nity which was really his, would have 
secured to his invention the patronage 
of the world.
